)ii I7K!>, after nearly four years of arduous lal>or, .losiah Wedgwood completed 
what is, without any manner of doubt, the most im|><irtaiit single piece of pottery 
with which his name is connected the reproduction, in Jasper Ware, of the so-called 
"Portland Vase." 

The original, an Alexandrian glass canieo ol' the First Century H.C., was exhumed 
from a tiiinulus near Rome in ll>23 and fell into the hands "of MafTco Ha rherini. 
Pope Urban VIII, by whose family it was retained, and known as the llarhcrini 

Vase, until 17SI. Acquired by Sir Will) Hamilton in that year, it was sold by 

Mm to the Duchess of Portland at the sale of whose famous ""Museum" it was hill 
in by her son, the third duke, for t' 1,0:2!). It was lent by him to Wedgwood for the 
purpose of copying and some thirty years later was deposited by the fourth duke in 
the British Museum, where it is still on exhibition in the Coin" Room. 
The subjects of the cameo reliefs have never been definitely determined, though many 
conjectures have been made. II is now generally agreed, however, that they depict 
scenes in the courtship of Pelcus and Thetis; on one side their meeting on Mount 
IVlion, and on the other their betrothal in the presence of Poseidon, 
or Neptune, and I'ros, or Cupid. The medallion on the under surface of 
the base, which originally belonged lo some other vase and has been cut down to 
(it its present position, is clearly a head of Paris wearing a Phrygian rap. To 
translate into so different a medium as Ins semi-opaque Jasper Ware the color ami 
light effects of a glass cameo would have prevented insuperable difficulties to any 
but such a master Potter as Wedgwood. As it was it occupied him and his little 
body of highly trained modellers ami potters for three and a half years, and his 
success was a triumphant proof of his masterly control of his materials. 
The body was fashioned in a very dark blue-black jasper to which the reliefs in 
while jasper were affixed, and, in the case at least of the copies produced under 
Wedgwood's direct supervision, the reliefs were subjected not only to a careful 
polishing on the lapidary's wheel, hut to a careful grinding away, which left the 
relief sn 1 1 lin in places that the dark ground could be seen through it. 
Of the difficulty of reproducing the glass-like effect of the original, Wedgwood was 
keenly conscious. "It is here," he wrote to Sir William Hamilton, "that I am most 
sensible of my weakness, and that I must of necessity call in the engraver lo my 
assistance." 

A widely spread and curious misapprehension seems to exist regarding the number 
of copies of the vase which Wedgwood executed during his lifetime. It is often 
asserted that Wedgwood made, at the very outset, fifty copies, which he sold by sub- 
scription, and it is customary to debate whether or mil some particular example may 
lav claim to the title of being "one of Ihe fifty." The facts really seem lo be that Wedg- 
wood made and sold by subscription no more than twenty and of these, Mr. Kathbonc 
asserls, unlv sixteen can to-day be definitely traced by documentary evidence. Rut 
until his death in 170a Wedgwood continued to produce copies, continually increasing 
in excellence, and for some ten or fifteen years after bis death his son, .losiah, em 
ploving the same artists as his father, with the exception of Webber, produced copies 
which were to all intents anil purposes the equal to those firsl made. I'.ven so, 
however, so slow and careful were the processes employed that it is safe to assert 
that between 1789 and 1805 no more than fifty copies in all were made. 
It remains only to add that, as the Portland Vase reproduction is quite properly 
regarded bv collectors as the most important piece of old Wedgwood in existence, 
so the prices at which it has sold during the last sixty years are a curious index 
to the increasing estimation in which Wedgwood's productions in general are held. 
Thus in 1SI!I the I'ulk copy was bid in by Ihe family of Mini pioneer among W'cdg- 



wood collectors for SBKi, while a score of years later the copy in the l'arncll col- 
lection sold for Ssn;,. |n the early nineties W. Doming Holt's copy sold for over 
$1,000. mid less than it ileeatle ago, in lllnj, that belonging to the liite Dr. Proport 
brought $2,000 lit Christie's. 

Mr. Hoe's Wedgwood "Portland Vase" is inconi|iarahly the finest example ever 
offered for sale in this country. While lacking those accidental variations in color, 
which, owing to its heing a trial-piece, give a certain sort of charm to the cclehraled 
Proper! vast-, it undoubtedly approaches nearer to Wedgwood's own ideal. The 
hody is of the true "Barherini Black" jasper, a color which Wedgwood arrived at 
by making a mixture of bine and black, and then dipping in black, and the reliefs 
ire of the same clear white as the glass or plate of the original. But it is to the 
lapidary's skill that the Hoi- vase owes the chief part of its alluring charm. In the 
process of polishing, the inner folds of the garments, the wings of the hovering Kros. 
the crevices of the rocks and the leaves of the trees, have been so carefully reduced 
in thickness that the effects of the modelling have been perceptibly heightened. In- 
deed, as Wedgwood wrote of the original, there has been given to the work "the 
effect of painting as well ns of sculpture." The blue-black ground work, however, 
has Ih'cii left practically untouched and retains that marvelous satin-like bloom 
which is the mark of only the very finest quality of old Wedgwood Jasper Ware. 
Only when- the handles arc joined to the lower purl of the neck has the black 
jasper Ik-cii put under the lapidary's wheel — a very pleasing touch of artistic re- 
finement.
